3000 years ago. 

California contributes the lion’s 


share to the smiles of the serious | 


and the frolics of the sage, ac- 
eording to the statistics of the 
California state department of 
agriculture, particularly since the 
advent of prohibition in the Unit- 
ed States. 

This state is today the largest 
grape producing center in 
Union. There are 662,104 acres 
of grapes, of which 184,067 acres 


are devoted to wine grapes, as 
compared with 322,000 acres ot 
which only 97,000 acres were 
wine grapes in 1919 when pro-| 
hibition went into effect on the 
law books. 

According to the state depart- 
ment of agriculture’s latest avail- | 
able statistics, there are 35.895 | 
acres devoted to the raising of | 
grapes in San Bernardino coun: | 


ty. Of this amount approximate- | 


ly 23,203 acres are devoted t9 
the growing of wine grapes ex- 
clusively. San Bernardino couh- 
ty was surpassed only by San | 
Joaquin county in wine grape | 
acreage. California as a \ 
made a total of 74,393 car'nad| 
shipments of grapes to eastern | 
markets in 1927. { 

The rapid expansion of the 
grape industry in California as 
compared with the rest of tie 


United States has been primarily 
the result of prohibition,” the re- 
port declares. “Before 1915 prac- 
tically none of the grapes ship- 
ped from the state were 
signed for wine making. 
“By 1921, however, 
000 carloads of juice stock were 
shipped, and in the last two years 


an average of nearly 50,000 car- | 


loads, or approximately seventy 
per cent of California’s grape 
shipments have been wine juice 
stock.” 


It was pointed out that vefore 
probihition the wines were im- 
ported mostly from Italy, France, 
and the Balkans. However, with 
‘the ruling of the United States 
District Court that wine-making 
in the home was legal, Americans 
are manufacturing their own 
beverages, and are using Califor- 
nia grapes because of the enviable 
reputation which they enjoy 
their general excellent quality.
